CONTINUING WITH FY-76 TOTAL ALMOST 14 PERCENT ABOVE FY-75 
ISSUANCES WHICH IN TURN WERE ALMOST 13 PERCENT OVER 
PREVIOUS YEAR. OVERALL INCREASE IN ALL PASSPORT/ 
CITIZENSHIP SERVICES IN FY-76 WAS 11-1/2 PERCENT. 

CURRENT US ECONOMIC UPSWING WILL UNDOUBTEDLY HELP TO 
BOOST NUMBERS OF AMERICANS COMING TO WESTERN EUROPE

1. PER RECOMMENDATIONS OE EOREIGN SERVICE INSPECTORS, 
SOME THREE MAN-MONTHS OF CONOFF TIME DURING LATTER HALF 
FY-76 WAS DEVOTED TO FEASIBILITY STUDY OF RELOCATION 

AND MODERNIZATION OF CONSULAR SECTION. ONE RESULT OF 
THIS EFFORT IS MAJOR RENOVATION AND EXPANSION OF OFFICE 
OF AMERICAN SERVICES CURRENTLY UNDERWAY AND DUE FOR 
COMPLETION END OF MAY 1977. EXPANSION WILL VIRTUALLY 
DOUBLE ELOOR SPACE OF OAS AREA. RENOVATION WILL ALSO 
GREATLY ENHANCE OAS AREA AND PROVIDE MORE AGREEABLE

3. VISAS - OFEICE OF VISA SERVICES PROCESSES SOME 

3,000 SECURITY CASES PER YEAR, AS WELL AS EQUAL NUMBER 
OF DIPLOMATIC CASES. ALL SECURITY CASES REQUIRE 
LENGTHY (AVERAGE 20 MINUTES) INTERVIEWS: THOSE IN BOTH 
CATEGORIES REQUIRE SPECIAL HANDLING.
